Cables Offer of Help to Pope. 
Archbishop Quigley during the day cabled 
to Pope Pius his deep personal sympathy and 
also that of the people and the clergy of the 
archdiocese of Chicago upon the calamity in 
Sicily. The archbishop offered to help the 
pope, so far as may be found necessary, to 
meet the needs of the disaster, to the full 
extent of the Catholic church of Chicago. 
The archbishop will await the report from 
Rome as to the extent of the needs for re- 
lief and then will personally take charge of 
giving every assistance through the hand. of 


the pope. 

Red Cross Work in Chicago. 
Action was taken by the Illinois branch of 
the American National Red Cross in the 
afternoon, following the receipt of a telegram 
from the national headquarters. 

The money collected will be forwarded to 
the Italian Red Cross, which is an organiza- 
tion affiliated with the Italian army. It will 
thus be the first organization, and for a time 
the only organization on the ground able to 
aid the suffering, as it is already working 
every place that the soldiers haye reached: 
Every cent given to the Red Cross will be 
devoted to the relief of the sufferers in Sicily 
and Calabria. The society has no solicitors 
and no paid officers except a few executives 
in Washington. All cable tolls, costs of 
transmission, collection charges, and other 
expenses are borne by the members, so that 
every cent of contributions may go to the re- 
Hef of those it wae contributed toaid. The 
accounts of the Red Cross are audited by the 
war department at Washington.

ROME, Dec. 20.—The earthquake 
which has devastated the Itallan depart- 
ments of Calabria and Sicily has wrought 
the greatest tragedy which ever has be- 
fallen the Christian world. Its measure 
cannot yet be calculated. 

It is known in general terms that out 
of a population of 1,750,000 in the der- 
asta area at least 125,000 perished. 

Latest reports received here state that 
4,000 soldiers in the various barracks at 
Messina were buried under the ruins. 

This makes no account of a dozen towns 
near the center of the disturbance, whence 
no word comes and where there is ‘only 
too good a Treason to fear that there are 
no survivors to describe their fate. 

The destruction of property cannot be 
as great as at San Francisco, for Messina 
and Reggio, the two principal cities 
destroyed, were not rich or magnificent 
from the metropolitan point of view. 


FACE OF COUNTRY IS ALTERED. 

As a great cataclyem of nature, how- 
ever, this disaster is on a far vaster scale 
than the California phenomenon. 

The whole face of the country and the 
coast line have been altered. Even Scylla 
and Charybdis have changed the posi- 
tions they have occupied since Eneas 
legendary voyage. 3 

The. three provinces where the great- 
est damage was done were Messina and 
Catania, in Sicily, and Reggio di Calabria, 
on the mainland. They comprise about 
4,400 square miles. The rock of Cha- 
rybdis now blocks the entrance to the 
strait of Messina. 
Several hundred persons perished and 
much damage was done outside of these 
provinces, but within them the devasta- 
tion was so’ complete that scarcely a 
human habitation remains. 
It will be days yet before the story of 
their destruction can be known. 


UPHEAVAL LASTS 32 SECONDS. 
All accounts now agree that the time 
occupied by nature’s gigantic spasms was 
but thirty-two seconds, 

Some minutes later a great wave com- 
pleted the havoc in the ill fated coact 
towns. 

The violence of the shock seems to 
have been wumprecedented except by vol- 
canic eruptions within a limited area. 
The buildings of Messina were not 
merely shaken down—their foundations 
literally were yanked from beneath them 
to one side or to the other, until they 
toppled from the ndicular and fell 
in ruins alongside original sites. 
That was the experience of Messina. 


NO ONE LIVES IN REGGIO.

CHAOTIC ROCKS REPLACE CITY. 

Ultimately a torpedo boat ran close to 
the coast, but was unable to discover a 
trace of the city. 

Where two days ago stood the homes 
and works of men and busy. streets there 
is nothing but chaotic rocks and earth. 

The city had vanished as completely as 
Aladdin’s palace under the magician's 
spell. 

It is impossible, of course, to speak now 
with certainty as to what happened, but 
such observation as id possible indicates 
that Reggio was completely swallowed 
by the earth’s collapsing beneath it and 
the yawning site was filled by the sea 
which advanced in a huge wave there, 
as at Messina. 


FIVE OF 50,000 SURVIVE. 

Only five of the city’s 50,000 inhab- 
itants have been accounted for. These 
unhappy wretches reached Cattanzaro and 
Palmi half demented by fright. 

One of these was an army officer who 
telegraphed to Rome that the city had 
been entirely destroyed and that the dead 
were numberless. 

They were scarcely able to talk intel- 
ligibly, but their incoherent stories were 
sufficient to confirm the fate of the city, 
One of them was mainly impressed hy 
having seen the seg cover the cathedral. 
Others were deafened by the roar of the 
sea and falling houses, which they com- 
pare to the roar of heavy artillery.

MILITARY WORKS USELESS. 

It now is anticipated that such fortifi- 
cations as may be undamaged will be use- 
less. Moreover, the strait formed the 
shortest route from Marseilles, Genoa, and 
Naples to Egypt and India. If the strait 
is found useless voyages to and from 
these countries will be lengthened by many 
hours. 

Other towns and villages on both sides 
of the strait of Messina have been leveled 
to the ground and nothing but ruins are 
left to indicate where they formerly stood. 


TOURISTS LOSE THEIR LIVES. 
One hundred and fifty guests of the Ho- 
tel Trinacria, eighty of them English and 
American tourists, died beneath the walls 
of their hostelry. | 

Few of their bodies ever will be recov- 
ered, for they were cremated in the con- 
flagration that raged between the earth- 
quake and the tidal wave. 

Efforts to overcome the fire in Messina 
were fruitiess, owing to the quantity of 
wood among the ruins. Many victims who 
were buried alive were burned to death. 

MESSINA WARNED OFTEN.

HORROR OF THE EARTHQUAKE 
DESCRIBED BY SURVIVORS. 


* 
Death, Starvation, and Other Perils 
Faced by Fugitives After Homes 
Have Been Shattered. 


CATANIA, Dec. 29.— Refugees are pouring 
into Catania by trains, steamers, and auto- 
mobiles. They are half naked and stupefied 
with terror and suffering. Some of them 
appear almost insane from the horrors 
through which they have gone. 

In the beginning they could only babbie 
“ Messina has been devastated; the-city has 
been annihilated.”’ Little by little some idea 
of the indescribable’ horror at Messina was 
obtained from these unfortunates. 

They declare thousands of demented sur- 
vivors are still wandering about the ruing 
of the city. A wounded soldier gaid: 

“The spectacle was terrifying beyond 
words. Dante's Inferno gives you only a 
faint idea as to what happened yesterday 
morning at Messina. The first shock came 
before the sun had risen. It shook the city 
to its foundations. Immediately the houses 
began to crumble. Those of us who were 
not killed at once made our way over un- 
dulating floors to the street. Beams were 
crashing down through the rooms, and the 
stairs Were equally unsafe, 


ment and fear. Most of them hed rushed out 
in their night clothes.

were all reg, under a torrential down- 
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helplessiy. From every quarter came piteous 
appeals for aid. 1 
The portion of the town down near the 
water was inundated by the tidal wave. The 
water reached to the shoulders of the fugi- 
tives and swept them away. : 


HOUSES RAZED TO THE GROUND. 


The city hall, the cathedral, and the bar. 
racks crumbled, and churches, other public 
buiings, and dwellings without number 
were literally razed to the ground. There 
were 200 customs agents at the barracks; 
only forty-one of them were saved. At the 
railroad station only eight out of 280 em- 
ployés have been accounted for. | 

“Many of those who succeeded in escap- 
ing with their lives are incapable of relat- 
ing their experierices coherently. I ques- 
tioned all who were in a condition to talk. 

Most of them told the ‘same story. They 
said the first thing they knew they were 
‘thrown out of bed and amid crashing ceu- 
ings and falling furniture managed to make 
their way to the street. 


SURVIVORS BRUSH ABOUT BLINDLY. 

“Then in the blackness of night and amid 
a pouring rain that added to their horror and 
distress, they rushed blindly away amid the 
crash of tumbling buildings and the shrieks 
and groans of those buried in the ruins. 

„Many, while trying to escape, were struck 
down by falling balconies and masonry, and 
till many others lost their reason and are 
today wandering aimlessly in the open fields 
outside the city or up and down the fuined 
streets they knew so well.

My brothers and sisters were with 
me, and in a frenzy of terror we groped our 
way through the streets, holding our own 
against the panic stricken people climbing 
over piles of ruins, until we finally reached a 
place of comparative safety. But this was 
not done before I was struck down and badly’ 
injured by a piece ef furniture that fell out of 
the upper story of a house. 

“ Suddenly the sea began to pour into the 
town. It seemed to me that this must mean 
the end of everything. The oncoming waters 
ralled in in a huge wave, accompanied by a 
terrifying roar. 

„ Eventually. we reached the principal 
square of Messina. Here we found two or 
three thousand utterly terrified people as- 
semblied. None of us knew what to do. We 
waited in an agony of fear. Men and women 
prayed, groaned, and sbrieked. I saw one 
ot the big buildings fronting on the square 
collapse. It seemed to me that scoresof per- 
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sons were buried beneath the ruins. Then a

more. 

TELIS OF DESTROYED. VILLAGE. 

PALERMO, Dec. 20.—Dr. Pietro Cavaho. 
a physician and village magistrate at Coten- 
zi, a mall town which was almost entirely 
destroyed by the quake gives a thrilling pic- 
ture of the devastation and loss of life in the 
quake. 

Dr. Cavallo’s story, translated from the 
Italian, follows: 

“The quake came with little warning. 
The day had been warm and fair, the sea was 
placid, and several miles distant I could 
plainly see the cliffs of Sicily. 

“I went out for a little sunning in my gar- 
den when quite suddenly the sky became 
overcast, not s much with clouds as with a 
trenibling haze. I glanced out at sea, and. to 
my surprise, I saw a great wave, like a 
tidal wave, sweeping toward the shore, al- 
re the air was calm. 

“Then instantly there came a grinding, 
crawling feeling under foot. ‘The sensation

HOUSES CRUMBLE LIKE SAND. 

It did 
not fall; it seemed to disintegrate slowly 
and collapse. In a minute ever thing was 
quiet again and I came out of my daze of 
horror. 

“Around me the village lay in ruins. 

Peo- 
ple ran through the streets, with horrible

RED CROSS HARD AT WORK. 


Terrifying Character of Earthquake 
Calamity Dawns Apace. 


Washington, . C., Dec. 29.—President 
Roosevelt through the state department 
today sent to King Victor Emmanuel of 
Italy a dispatch expressing his horror and 
that of the American people over the dis- 
aster which has befallen southern Italy and 
Sicliy by the earthquake visitation and 
tendering sincere sympathy. Following is 
the text of the president's message: 

Hie Majesty Vittorio Emmanuel, Rome: With 
all. my. countrymen I am appalied by the dread- 
ful calamity which has befallen your country. J 

ocker my sincerest sympethy. American Na- 
tional Red Cross has issued appeals for contribu- 
tions for the sufferers and notified me thas they 
will imtnediately communicate with the Italian 
Red Cross: THEODORE ROOSEVELT. 

As private cablegram after cablegram con- 
firmed the frightful extent of the catastrophe, 
the Italian embassy attachés freely ex- 
pressed their grief. 


Embassy Secretary in Horror. 
When Sig. Roberto Centaro, secretary of 


the embassy; read the dispatch in which it 


was estimated that 78,000 persons had been 
killed, he dropped his head in his hands and 
exclaimed: 

My God, how terrible! Can it really be?“

LOOK FOR VOLCANIC ERUPTIONS 


Eminent Vienna Geologist Says Si 
of Italian h Surface Will Cause 
ters to Belch. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
VIENNA, Dec. 29.—Prof. Suess, 
nent geologist, predicts volcanic eruptions 
will follow the earthquake, which he attrib- 
uted to the sinking of the earth’s crust in 
the zone of which the Lipari islands are 
the center. 

As the process of sinking goes on, he says, 
the Calabrian and Sicilian highlands on 
either side of the strait of Messina will be 
submerged, only the highest peaks remain- 
ing above the sea. The strait thereby will 
be greatly widened. 

Prof. Suess’ opinion is that the earth's 
crust is gradually shrinking every where, but 
the life of the human species will be too 
short to make this phenomenon important 
for mankind. 

MILNE EXPECTS TO HEAR WORSE. 

LONDON, Dec. 29.—John Milne, the seis- 
mologiet, who resides on the Isle of Wight, 
said that his records showed the Italian 
earthquake to be the most severe experienced 
in Europe in many years. He fears that 
when the full effects are known the loss of 
life will prove to be even more appalling than 
the present reports indicate. The shocks 
were as severe as those which devastated 
San Francisco and Valparaiso. 

HAVOC DONE IN SECONDS. 

ROME, Dec. 29.—A report of technica! ob- 
servations from the observatory at Messina 
says the earthquake lasted for twenty-three 
seconds only. 

It was accompanied by remarkable atmos- 
pheric phenomena. The surcharged air was 
filled with sperks and flashes of fame, which 
flared up until the heavens seemed afire. 
The crest of the earth appeared suddenly to 
arop. These phenomena were followed by

property damage.

I have 
gained thirty-two pounds now weigh 1096 
pounds—and I never felt better in my life. 

„Even the men who are forced to work 
can take up the cure. They can sleep in open 
rooms, eat heavily of nutritious foods, and 
take plenty of exercise. If any one can de-

POLITICAL REFUGEE LEAGUE 
MADE NATIONAL IN SCOPE. 


Meeting at Hull House Extends Organ- 
ization Started by Rudowitz Crusade 
—Will Scatter 100,000 Pamphiets. 


The Political Refugee Defense league, at a 
meeting in Hull house last night, completed 
a national organization, and took steps to 
flood the country with literature requesting 
petitions to President Roosevelt to prevent 
the extradition of Christian Rudowits to Rus- 
sia. At the same time officials at Waching- 
ton issued a statement that the case would 
be decided solely on its merits, and resolu- 
tlons and memorials would have UÜttle 
weight. 

Thirty-eight. of the forty-three local dele- 
gates, and A. J. Welch of Milwaukee and 
George B. Leonard of Minneapolis were pres- 
ent when Vice President Isabelle McLean 
called the meeting to order, and after Eecre- 
tary Raymond Robins and Treasurer Jane 
Addams of the central organization read 


delegates being satisfied, to make the central 
organization the national body, and that 
hereafter all petitions to President Roose- 
velt should pass through it. This makes 
Philip Angsten, president of the central or- 
ganization, head of the movement. 

The meeting directed that 100,000 pamphlets 
containing a brief history of the Rudowitz 
case, together with arguments of counsel, 
fhe decision of Commissioner Foote, extracts 
from the speech of Attorney W. J. Calhoun, 
and copies of resolutions passed at various 
meetings, should be distributed. 

Persons addressing the meeting expressed 
the fear that “ railroads and other corporate 
interests would attempt to offset some of 
the good results already accomplished by the 
league and the sense of the meeting) was that 
the fight had really only begun. 

The letter says, in part: There is not 
the slightest doubt that there is a well de- 
fined movement to drag countless thousands 
of political offenders from this country to 
be delivered over to the ruthless s.aughter 
of the despotic government of Russia.

January, about fourteen 
months after election, by which time the 
members, and more particularly the new 
ones, are obliged to begin hustling for re- 
election, although as a matter of course they 
. have had no opportunity to make any sort of 
record on which to appeal to the people. 
It is only necessary to point out the fact 
that in fifty-eight congresses there were four- 
teen extra sessions called by the president of 
the United States because he deemed an 
emergency existed. 
In other words, about every fourth oon 
gress, under the present extraordinary time 
table. there ie a hiatue so long and public 
business ie 80 pressing it becomes necessary 
to resort to an extra session to fill the gap. 
Any legislative program which breaks down 
about every ten years ie manifestly faulty 
and ought to be corrected. 
President Taft. for instance, should not be 
forced to call an extra session to have a tariff 
bill passed which practically was agreed upon

Why Fathers Fixed Specific Time. 
In the first article of the constitution it is 
provided that “the congress shall assemble 
at least once in every year, and such meet-

It will be seen from this that the framers 
of the constitution wisely left to congress 
ample discretion as t he time of meeting, 
The debates in the constitutional conven 
tion and elsewhere show the reason for fixing 
A epecific time. The country was just emerg- 


king. There were still fears that an execu- 
tive might assume ail the powers. It was 
Gesired, therefore, that congress should meet 
ot least once a2 year, not so much forthe sake 
i making 1a ws as because it had inquisitorial 
power which would make the legislative 
branch of the government an efficient curb 
pon the power of the president. * 

All the framers of the constitution sought to 
do was to make it obligatory upon congress 
to meet once a year so that a subservient 
legisiature should not abandon its duties alto- 
gether and let the executive rar the coun- 
try as he saw fit. 

There was a good deal of debate among 
the fatherg of the republic on this subject. 
It wae deemed wise to fix a specific time so 
that the states might adjust their elections 
and ‘the meetings of their legislatures with

Every appropriation bill for the 
fiscal year beginning in the following July 
must be passed by both houses of congress 
and be signed by the president before noon 
on the fourth day of March. The result is 
a great congestion of business during Janu- 
ary and February. 
Appropriation bills containing obnoxious 
items are rushed through the house and sen- 
ate and necessarily signed by the president 
because if they are left up in the air an extra 
session will be necessary, and every presi- 
dent hesitates to resort to such an extraordi- 
nary remedy except on the most serious 
grounds. 
Every claim agent, every promoter of bogus 
river and harbor improvement, and every one 
of the innumerable faiders of the treasury 
knows that if he can get his crooked item 
into an appropriation bill in the short session 
it will either be overlooked in the press of 
business or else be accepted as a necessary 
evil. The result is that the most vicious and 
most unwise legislation of congress generally 
is found in the laws passed at these short 
sessions, and the only thing responsible for 
this condition of affairs is the foolish ar- 
rangement of the sessions of congress, which 
might be changed any,day. . 
Some Want Threé Regular Sessions. 
It a new system were adopted and congress 
met about the middle of March it would have 
at its disposal estimates made by the depart- 
ment heads about four months later than 
those now submitted. Congress could then 
begin appropriating money within a Short 
time of the beginning of the fiscal year, and 
there would be no chafice of a holdup, be- 
cause if an appropriation bill were obnoxious 
there would be no limitation of time to assist 
in its being rallroaded through in spite of its 
objectionable charact@. . 
The meeting in the following January would 
be similarly dellberate and congress could 
keep itself in session as long as theré was 
business for it to transact, as is the case dur- 
ing the present long session. 
This arrangement would give one winter in 
Washington free from any meeting of con- 
gress, ahd for that reason some people have 
suggested that there shguld be three sessions 
regularly of every congress, the firet in 
March, upon the beginning of the new term, 
the second in January of the following year, 
and the third about the middle of November 
of the same year, although the third session 
does not seem to be necess@ry except as an 
adjunct to the social season of Washington. 


AGED WRITER AND PATRIOT 
TELLS RUSS PRISON HORROR. 


Tchaikovsky, Freed After All World 
Protests, Writes of Year Spent as a 
Political Convict. 


New York, Dec. After having been con- 
fined for .a year in Russian prisons on charges 
of conspiracy against the Russian govern- 
ment and released after a world wide protest, 
Nicholas: Tchaikeysky has written for the 
Independent a graphic story of his captivity. 
M. Tchaikovsky, whose revolutionary ac- 
tivities in St. Petersburg forced him to flee 
to England in 1875, was arrested on his return 
to Russia in November, 1007. Traveling un- 
der an assumed name, he had just completed 
a three months’ tour of the eastern and north- 
eastern provinces. 

He was arrested on the eve of his departure 
for London, thrown into a temporary prison, 
and removed later to the Trubetzkoi bastion 
of the fortress of St. Peter and St. Paul. 
where he was kept in solitary connnemend 
until a few days before his release on $25,000 
dall on Oct. 28 last. 

The tem cell into which he. was 
thrown on his arrest is described by him as 
an empty and dirty room,“ in which he 
slept fully dressed on a bare and hard oll- 
cloth couch, using a fur coat as a pillow and 
an overcoat as a blauket.“ Not a morsel of 
food, he writes, was given him for eighteen 
hours, but he had fortunately provided him- 
self with a good sandwich for the ex- 
pected journey to England, and on this he 
subsisted. 

His quarters in the Trubetzkoi bastion were 
better, though the only light was admitted 
through a little window high up in the wall 
and so shut off by another nearby wall that 
“only a narrow strip of sky could be seen 
from his cell.

Everything is sub- 
mitted to him by the’sécretary of state, Herr 
von Schoen, who !s an old friend of his, and as 
thé crowh prince is; despite unreliable gossip, 
on the most affectionate and intimate terms 
with his father, and entirely devoted to him, 
it may be safely assumed that the kaiser re- 
mains quite as much in touch with things in 
the Wilhelmstrasse as formerly. 

This is in accordance with his constitu- 
tional rights and prerogatives, and neither 
the German constitution nor yet the German 
people at large have any wish that the for- 
eign policy of the empire should be left to the 
uncontrolled discretion of a chancellor who 
is not responsible to parliament. It was be- 
cause Prince Bismarck acted in ah altogether 
autocratic manner, declining to submit to the 


control of the kaiser, in whom the supreme 


direction of the foreign relations of the em- 
pire is centered by the constitution, and was 


pequally indifferent to the wishes of the im- 


perial legislature, that he was dismissed. The 
German people do not, despite the lucubra- 
tions of the unwholesome Maximilian, Har- 
den, desire a revival of this form of autocracy 
on the part of the chancellor, in the person 
of Prince Buelow. That is why they are 
pleased to hear of the fact that the kaiser 
remains in touch therewith, through his eld- 


est son, the universally popular crown prince.

A discussion of ways and means of con- 
tinuing the operation of the German theater 
in Chicago will be Held this evening at a 
meeting of Chicago Germans af the head- 
quarters of the National German-American 
alliance in the Schiller build 

Municipal Judge Max Eber t vill ap- 
point a committee of fifteen members for the 
purpose of financially supporting German 
theatricals in Chicago. 

The committee will decide on whether to 
invite Leon Wachsner of Milwaukee to con- 
tinue as manager and director of the Chi- 
cago German theater or to seek a new man- 
aging director. Mr. Wachsner recently com- 
plained that the attendance in Chicago had 
fallen off to such an extent that the per- 
formances were given at a financial loss 
to himself. 

Prominent Chicago Germans interested in 
the success of the theater have said, how- 
ever, that Mr. Wachsner largely is to blame 
for this condition. 


YAQUI INDIAN WAR IS ENDED; 
PEACE MADE WITH MEXICANS. 


Long Struggle Which Resulted in Scores 
of Deaths, Including Many Ameri- 
dans, Closed by Treaty. 


Nogales, Aris, Dec. 29.—The long war with 
the Yaqui Indians in Mexico, in which 
scores have been killed, including many 
Americans, has been terminated in a treaty 
of peace. It was agreed upon by three In- 
an chiefs and 106 of their followers and 
e governor of the state of Sonora, Mexico. 
The treaty was made at Bacatetea, Dec. 
‘23. The Indians made these demands: 
First, a guarantee of their lives, fiberty, and 
a pardon for past offenses. Second, a re- 
pies for a return of their people deported 
to Yucatan, to which the governor replied 
that this would depend upon the conduct 
of those now surrendering. They requested 
the retention of arms, to Whieb the governor 
replied. that the captains and a certain num- 
ber of men acting as guards, all to be in the 
service and pay of the state, would bé al- 
lowed to retain arms. Several other re- 
quests relating to thei: religious feasts, etc., 
were readily granted. 
As previously arranged, formal peace will 
be ratified Jan. 4. 


HIGH CITY RENTS BLAMED 
Fon ILLS OF WAGE EARNERS. 


American Sociologtcal Society Told 
Money Spent for Shelter Encroachés 
an Food and Other Allowances. 


Atlantie City, N. J., Dec. 29.—High rents 
in big cities are eating up too much of the 
income of the wage earners, according to 
Prof. Robert C. Chapin, one of the speakers 
before the American Sociological society here 
today. 

The speaker quoted figures to show that 
many families in New York are spending 
more than one-quarter of their incomes for 
rents, leaving them without sufficient sur- 
plus for other necessities of life, and forcing 
the girls of many families to seek employ- 
ment to supplement the family income. 

Figures were also given to show that many 
families stint themselves in food rather than 
lower their rents by living in less gerade 
quarters. 

Miss Margaret Byington of Pittsburg, in a 
paper on the Family in a Typical Mm 
Town,“ declared that the long hours of men 
who work in mils are lowering the family 
standards by depriving the women and chil- 
dren of the company and educational in- 
fluence of the head of the family,

New Haven Road Issues Order Which 
Is Effective After First of 
the Year. 


New Haven, Conn., Dec. 29.—[Special. }— 
Dogs, as well as their masters, will be obliged 
to pay fare on the New Haven road in the fu- 
ture. A general order was issued today an- 
nouncing that after Jan. 1 doge will not be 
permitted to ride free of chargé, as formerly, 
but will be classed as excess baggage and be 
charged up at the rate exacted for 100 pounds, 
the smallest weight for which a baggage 
charge is exacted. This will bring the cost 
of carrying dogs from New Haven to New 
York City up to about 40 cents. Further- 
more thé road also has made a rule that it 
will not route dogs through where a transfer 
has to be made.
